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Field Comment : 

1. MS C 276 provides an account given by subject to source, RADISH, of a 
visit he had received from a Hussion emigrant using the alias Philip SoLIJNGiR-P ^ 
Acco.ding to K'BSLNKO, SOL7.1MGT31 told of his arrest by the PVD in 1915, his 
confinement in a Leipzig prison and hi3 eventual recruitment by the MVD for a 
mission into the American Zone in .June 1916. 



2. The tenor of subject's rejjort, as well as some of the many details 
given, was confirmed by an independent source. 

Tn October 1916 an investigation of subject was conducted, upon our 
request, by CIC. Of special interest was the fact that although KOSSi-NKO had 
written a lengthy report on SOLLINGMl for our source, he strongly denied to 
CIO, anv knowledge of a person named SOLLINGFR.

' _ 4. The CIC investigation also disclosed that at P-30 on 5 September 1946 

"2 an 1'NFtRA driver, HOLOD, was as ;ed to take Dr, KOSSLMKO, a Mr. iViB ROTSCH i.K . and 
^ two unidentified men to Feldmoching (M19— 186). The party stop]<eri in front of 
the "Consuar building, where subject rapped at the window in a peculiar manner 
and the whole party was admitted to the building by a Soviet officer. After 
20 minutes inside, the 'oarty emerged accompanied by two Soviet officers in 
unifroro, one. of whom told FQLQD not to mention this visit. Five days later 
FOLOD drove subject and the same unknown civilians to Munich where they visited 
the building of the Soviet Press Office. 
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
